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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: For the record, there are no amendments 
submitted with the Response filed 1 1/07/05. The Response filed 1 1/07/05 has been found to be non-persuasive. Applicant argues that 
Kurita dos not disclose any cushion blocks because electromagnets can not be construed as cushions. First, the claims do not specify the 
specific structures of the cushion blocks in order to exclude electromagnets to be construed as cushion blocks. Secondly, Kurita's 
electromagnets are performing the task of cushioning element lb the same as Applicant's cushion blocks 5 cushioning element 1 1 
Applicant also argues the 112, 2nd paragraph rejection. It is maintained that claims 2 and 3 are repeating claims since claim 1 has 
already claimed the structure of the variable stiffness means as disclosed in the specification and equivalents thereof. The rejections are 
still deemed proper and are maintained as stated in the Final Rejection dated 8/4/05. 
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
